Now Is the time to be firm. Now is the 
time to act. If there must be a showdown 
■with Russia, let It-come at once, before she 
has an opportunity to undermine the world 
with communism and stuff it down our 
throats. 

If there Is ANY doubt In our mind as to 
Russia's Intentions, that's enough. One mis- 
take and we could be goners. „We can't run 
the risk of them catching us by surprise. And 
Pearl Harbor demonstrated that surprise is 
always possible.
